It often happens that 
one walks for a couple of hours 
before finding a restaurant open 
during the evening meal hour, 
according to Myers.

As in all comunicable diseases, 
much of the danger of the cold' 
lies in its possible after-effects.; 
The be.st treatment is to go to 
bed when the symptoms first ap¬ 
pear. Keep the room comfort¬ 
ably cool. Drink plenty of water 
and fruit juices. Eat lightly. 
Sleep as much as possible. 

Home-made "doughnut” shaped 
pads can give the same relief 
as commercial air cushions. Take 
a thick pad of cotton a little 
larger than the area to be pro¬ 
tected, make a hole in the cen¬ 
ter and wind strips of muslin 
to form a heavy ring with a com¬ 
paratively small hole. Rings can 
be made to fit any part of the 
body—heel, buttocks. shoulder 
blades, elbow, etc. 

A large pasteboard carton with 
both ends and one side removed 
may be folded Into a triangular 
shape and used as a wedge back 
1 of pillows for the patient who 
can be in 'a sitting or .semi-sit¬ 
ting position. A flowered cover 
will add to the attractiveness.

He has prorated tiie debt ' 
acording to population and com¬ 
pared it with the assessed valua¬ 
tion of all taxable property in 
each of the states. 

California’s .share, on this basis, 
would be about $1.5,000,000,000, or 
nearly two and a half times the 
assessed value of all real ef-tate 
and personal property in the 
State! 

When you try to break the fig¬ 
ures down and decide on any 
practical means of retiring thi.s 
staggering indebtedness, the re¬ 
sult is anything but encouraging.
